Life In- 
surance themes is upon the simple fact.tliatevery 
indiyidiial oftho human race.has, aUhe [teriod of 
his birth, a certain term.of'existence,-.which he 
will live through, or what is called tl|p mean dura- 
tion,1 or expectation of life, at-birth. 


It is a question how such term of existence, or 


ineahduration, is found.. This is done simply by 
taking thei number.b'tVyeara .that have'bueii.ltved 
through by a p rty from birth' to death, -and.aUo 
of lOfib others b'drn'at'the same time,and dying at 
all .ages from 1 to 100 'years old—tlie number of 
years thus lived by each person is added into one 
suih and being divided by the number of.persons, 
the mean duratiljh of thelifebf maniaaacertained. 


If it were found on trial,1 (hat on taking'the're- 


sult of ihe lives of 1,000 or 10,000individuals,and 
•deducing the; mean duration-, and .then going 
through t c same process with like numbers, and 
the mean duration of 'the latter differed widely 
from ihe former, it would be to no purpose lo'fol- 
low out experiihents: but this is not the fact, and 
in nothing is the .uniformity oftho general laws of 
naaure more powerfully exemplified, than in regu- 
lating Ihe period of hunian ezistchee. The result 
of experience U cdnstaht^ that two'bpclies'of indi- 
viduals, each of 1000, living in the .fame country, 
and of similar occupalionsf have each a period of 
mean duration/ which 'differs only a trifle from 
that of the other body.
